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JOINT SOVIET-BRITISH STATEMENT 


At the invitation of the Soviet Government, the 
Prime Minister of the United Kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain and Northern Ireland, Harold Wilson, accom- 
panied ‘by the Secretary of State for Foreign and 
Commonwealth Atlfairs, James Callaghan. paid an 
official visit to the Soviet Union from February 13 
lo 17, 1975. 

During their stay in the Soviet Union Harold 
Wilson and his party. in addition to Moscow, also 
visited Leningrad. 

The Prime Minister laid wreaths at the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier in Moscow and at the Piska- 
revskoye Memorial Cemetery in Leningrad. 

The Prime Minister and his party were every- 
where accorded a warm welcome and cordial hospi- 
tality, 

L. I. Brezhnev, General Secretary of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union; А. №. Kosygin, Member of the Political Bu- 
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reau of the Central Committee of the CPSU and 
Chairman of the Council of Ministers of the USSR, 
and А. А. Gromyko, Member of the Political Bureau 
of the Central Committee of the CPSU and Minister 
for Foreign Affairs of the USSR. held a series of 
talks with the Prime Minister of Great Britain, Ha- 
гоа Wilson, and the Foreign and Commonwealth 
Secretary, James Callaghan. 

The following took part in the talks:

R. T. Armstrong, Principal Private Secretary to the 
Prime Minister; P. S. Preston. Deputy Secretary at 
the Department of Trade; J.T.W. Haines, Press Se- 
crelary to the Prime Minister; J. A. Thomson and 
М. S. Weir. Assistant Under-Secretaries at the For- 
cign and Commonwealth Office, and other officials. 

During the talks, which were held in a business- 
like, friendly atmosphere and in a spirit of mutual 
respect, questions of Soviet-Brifish relations and the 
prospects for their expansion in the political, trade. 
economic, cultural and other fields were discussed 
in detail, There was also a wide-ranging exchange 
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f views on current. international issues of mutual 
nlerest. 7 

The Soviet Union and the United Kingdom took 
ое of the important and positive changes in Europe 
ind. in international relations as a whole in recent 
rears. They agreed that these developments had sig- 
aificantly improved the prospects for deepening dé- 
lente in Europe. In these circumstances they resolved 
upon the systematic expansion of relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the United Kingdom in 
all fields, 

The talks reflected. the mutual desire of the two 
Sides to strengthen understanding, trust and со-оре- 
ration between them. They agreed that the talks 
and negotiations which took place during the visit 
have marked the opening of a new phase т Soviet- 
British relations and would make a positive contri- 
bution towards consolidating international peace and 
security, especially in Europe. 


BILATERAL RELATIONS 


, 

The two Sides emphasized the importance which 
they attach to the development of bilateral relations 
between the USSR and Great Britain. They noted 
with satisfaction the improvements achieved in re- 
cent times in relations between their two countries 
and agreed on practical steps (о be taken with a 
view to promoting their further fruitful development. 

They declared their adherence to the principles 
of peaceful co-existence, which means long-term, 
fruitful and mutually beneficial co-operation between 
states, irrespective of their political, economic and 
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social systems, ou the basis of full equality and mu- 
tual respect. 

In the interests of deepening co-operation in the 
political field between the Soviet Union and the 
United Kingdom, and conscious of their special res- 
ponsibilities as permanent members of the United: 
Nations Security Council, the two Sides reaffirmed 
their resolve to hold regular exchanges of views at 
various levels оп important issues of international, 
and bilateral relations. 

Guided by the desire to lay a stable and con- 
structive foundation for Soviet-British relations and, 
acknowledging the responsibility of the Soviet Unioni 
end the United Kingdom for furthering the process 
of détente, L. I. Brezhnev. General Secretary of the 
Central Committee of the CPSU, and Harold Wilson. 
Prime Minister of the United Kingdom, signed a Pro- 
tocol on Consultations. The two Sides expressed their 
conviction that the implementation of this Protocol 
will give a new impetus to the development of Soviet. 
British co-operation in the political field. In this 
context they stressed the special sigmficance of meel- 
ings between the leaders of the two countries. 

Having thoroughly reviewed economic questions. 
the two Sides agreed that mutually beneficial com- 
mercial links are an important element in relations 
between the two countries. In this connection they 
noted the role of the Temporary Commercial Agree- 
ment of February 16, 1934, in the development ої 
Soviet-British relations and reaffirmed the import- 
ance of the Agreement on the Development of Есбпо- 
mic, Scientific; Technological and Industrial Co-ope- 
ralion signed in London on Мау 6. 1974. Two long- 
term Programmes giving practical effect to the Agree- 
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ment of 1974. on economic and industrial co-opera- 
lion and on scientific and technological co-operation 
respectively. were signed during the visit by А. N. Ko- 
ѕуріп. Chairman of the Council of Ministers of the 
USSH. and Harold Wilson, Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom. The two Sides reaffirmed the im- 
portance of exchanging appropriate information on 
co-operation within the framework of the above-men- 
tioned Programmes. 

The two Sides commended the work done by the 
Permanent Soviet-British Inter-Governmental Com- 
mission for Co-operation in the Fields of Applied 
Science. Technology, Trade and Economic Relations, 
which @ret met in London in January 1971. They 
expressed their hope that the fourth meeting of the 
Joint Commission to be held in Moscow in May of 
this year would promote further progress in the field 
of economic co-operation. 

The two Sides expressed their intention to make 
further efforts to increase the volume of trade in 
both directions on the basis of mutual benefit. They 
agreed to aim- -æ achieving a substantial increase in 
the volume of trade and a better balance and struc- 
ture of trade over the next five years. In this con- 
nection they noted with satisfaction the expected in- 
crease in contracts for British machinery and equip- 
ment. 

The 4wo Sides noted with satisfaction the recent 
conclus ы contracts for the supply by British 
firms of Mte latest technology and equipment for the 
chemical. petrochemical, automobile and light indus- 
tries. A contract for the enrichment in the Soviet 
Union of uranium supplied by British customers was 
likewise welcomed. 


The two Sides agreed that there were good pros. 
pects for the early conclusion of a number of large- 
scale contracts between the organizations concerned 
on a mutually advantageous basis. Particular note 
was taken of the promising proposals for co-opera- 
tion involving Soviet organizations and enterprises . 
and British companies in the development of natural 
resources including oil, the aviation industry, nuclear 
power, timber and woodworking, pulp and paper. 
ferrous and nonferrous metallurgy, chemicals and 
petrochemicals, the transportation of natural gas and 
of ethylene, containerized transportation and textile 
and other light industries. At the same time tradi-: 
tional trade with smaller and medium firms would 
continue to expand. 

The two Sides agreed to examine the possibilities 
for the improvement of conditions for the work of 
the commercial representatives, organisations and 
companies concerned in London and Moscow. `> ^ 

Agreement was reached on credits for a five-year 
period in recognition of the importance of finance ini 
commercial and economic relations and of the need! 
for both Sides to extend to each other credits on 
the most favourable possible terms, subject to the 
laws and regulations in force in each country. 

The special importance attached by both Sides 
to the further development of scientific and technolo- 
Gical co-operation was reaffirmed. The two Sides re- 
solved to continue to promote this co-operation 
through, in particular, the Agreement on the Deve- 
lopment of Economic, Scientific, Technological and 
Industrial Co-operation; the Soviet-British Inter-Go- 
vernmental Commission for Co-operation in the Fields 
of Applied Science, Technology, Trade and Economic 


elations; and the Soviet-British Agreement on Co- 
peration in the Fields of Science, Education and Cul- 
ure. The two Sides recognized that the long-term 
'rogramme on scientific and technological collabora- 
ion would make an important contribution in this 
espect. 

The two Sides noted with satisfaction the extent 
f co-operation between the Soviet Union and Great 
itain in the field of nuclear energy, notably in 
ontacts between the USSR State Committee for the 
Stilization of Atomic Energy and the United King- 
lom Atomic Energy Authority and in the frame- 
vork of the Soviet-British Working Group on pro- 
lems of electricity supply and transmission. The two 
sides also undertook to examine the possibilities for 
nutually profitable co-operation in the production of 
*quipment for nuclear power stations. 

. The Chairman of the Council of Ministers of the 
USSR. А. N. Kosygin, and the Prime Minister of the 
Jnited kingdom, Harold Wilson, signed an Agree- 
ment on Co-operation in the Field of Medicine and 
Public ‘Health. The Sides spoke also in favour of 
‘he further development of Soviet-British co-opera- 
ion in the fields of agricullure and the protection 
of the environment. 

The, two Sides emphasized the important role of 
cultural Jinks between the peoples of the two coun- 
trie as a means of promoting fuller mutual know- 
ledge of achievements in literature, art and other 
lields of cultural activity. They noted in this con- 
lext the exhibitions of paintings and other important 
cultural events which are to take place in the USSR 
and Britain and also the forthcoming signature of 
lhe next Soviet-British Agreement on Exchanges in 
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the Fields of Science, Education and Culture, cove- 
ring the period 1975-77. ; 

Guided by a desire to promote greater mutual, 
understanding and trust, the two Sides resolved to: 
set up а Soviet-British Round Table. whose members 
would be distinguished representatives of public life., 
science, culture, commerce, the press, and other 
fields. The organizations responsible for the holding 
of these meetings will be in the Soviet Union—the 
Institute for World Economy and International Af- 
fairs of the Academy of Sciences of the USSR. and 
in Britain—the Royal Institute for International Af- 
fairs. The first meeting will be held in Britain in 115. 

The two Sides confirmed the importance which 
they attach to the development of contacts between 
the Supreme Soviet of the USSR and the British 
Parliament, and noted with satisfaction that a Dele- 
gation of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR will visit 
the United Kingdom this year. 

The two Sides reviewed the possibilities of ex- 
tending their contacts into other fields. In this con- 
nection they reached agreement on an exchange of 
visits between representatives of the Armed Forcag. 


INTERNATIONAL QUESTIONS 


The Soviet Union and the United Kingdom noted 
with satisfaction the progress made in recent years 
in developing détente and peaceful co-operation be- 
tween states irrespective of their political, economic 
and social systems. They agreed on the need to 
establish détente on a firm basis throughout the 
world, and pledged the efforts of their two Govern- 
ments to this end. 
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The two Sides are convinced that further progress 

the improvement of the international situation 
mands active and purposeful efforts of all states. 
iey emphasized their determination to ensure that 
vourable changes in the international situation be- 
me irreversible and that détente is extended to all 
eas of the world. 

The two Sides recognized the importance for the 
rengthening of universal peace of the agreements 
id understandings achieved between the USSR and 
e USA, including the agreements on the preven- 
on of nuclear war and on the limitation of strategic 
ms. 

The two Sides noted with satisfaction the positive 
ends towards the establishment of relations of sta- 
е peace. good-neighbourliness and co-operation in 
urope. They emphasized the important role which 
е Conference on Security and Co-operation in Eu- 
ype was called upon to play in this process. The 
vo Sides stated that much progress had been made 
t the Conference. They are convinced that premi- 
os exist fer completing the work of the Conference 
* for holding its third stage at the highest level 
п the near future. 

Attaching great importance to the further streng- 
hening of stability and security in Europe, the So- 
iet Union and the United Kingdom expressed them- 
elves in favour of complementing measures of po- 
itical détente with those of military détente. In this 
onnection the two Sides exchanged views concerning 
he negotiations on the mutual reduction of forces 
ind. armaments and associated measures in Central 
загоре. They recalled the agreed general objective 
o contribute to a more stable relationship and reaf- 
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firmed that the specific arrangements to be work: 
out should conform to the principle of undiminish: 
security for each party. 

In the course of an exchange of views on tl 
Middle East the two Sides expressed their deep co: 
cern at the dangerous situation in the area. and er 
phasized the necessity of achieving as soon as po 
sible a just and lasting settlement, based on the it 
plementation of the resolutions of the United N 
tions Security Council. They confirmed their inte 
tion to make every effort to promote a solution 
the cardinal questions involved in a just and lasti! 
peace in this region, on the basis of Security Coun 
Resolution No. 338, taking due account of the legi 
mate interests of all states and peoples of the regi 
including the Arab people of Palestine, and w 
respect for the right of all states in the area to 
dependent existence. The two Sides considered tl 
the Geneva Conference should play an import: 
role in the establishment of a just and lasting pe: 
in the Middle East and should resume its work a 
very early date. 

In connection with recent events in Cyprus, | 
Soviet Union and Britain reaffirmed their support | 
the principle of preserving the sovereignty, indepe! 
ence and territorial integrity of the Republic 
Cyprus. They support the implementation of the 
levant resolutions of the Security Council and : 
General Assembly of the United Nations on Cypr 
The Soviet Union and Britain recognize the one 1: 
ful government of Cyprus headed by President ^ 
karios. 

The two Sides stated the necessity of strict : 
servance by all its parties of the Paris Agreement 
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ending the war and restoring peace in Vietnam. They 
welcomed the concrete measures. to implement the 
Agreement on restoring peace and achieving nalio- 
nal accord in Laos and expressed themselves in fa- 
vour of a just settlement of the Cambodian pro- 
blem with full consideration for the national inle- 
rests and legitimate rights of the people of Cambodia, 
without any outside interference. 

The two Sides consider that there are certain in- 
ternational economic problems in the solution of 
“Which they are both interested. They reached a mu- 
tual understanding on holding further exchanges of 
views on these questions at. the appropriate level 
within the framework of the Protocol on Consulta- 
tions. 

In order to reaffirm the great importance which 
the two Sides attach to the Treaty on the Non-Pro- 
liferation of Nuclear Weapons and to effective mea- 
sures to control the spread of nuclear weapons and 
the means to make them, the General Secretary of 
the Central Committee of the CPSU, L. I. Brezhnev, 
and the Prime Minister of the United Kingdom, Ha- 
rold Wilson, signed a Declaration on the Non-Proli- 
fération of Nuclear Weapons. 

The Soviet Union and the United Kingdom are 
convinced that effective measures should be taken to 
end the arms race and to achieve general and com- 
plete ‘disarmament embracing both nuclear and con- 
ventional weapons under strict and effective interna- 
tional control. The two Sides believe that the convo- 
cation of a World Disarmament Conference may con- 
tribute to the solution of the pressing problems of 

` disarmament. They confirmed their intention of con- 
tinuing their co-operation with the United Nations 
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Ad Hoc Committee on the World Disarmament Co: 
ference. 

The two Sides expressed confidence that the e 
change of instruments of ratification of the Conve: 
lion on the Prohibition of the Development, Pr 
duction and Stockpiling of Bacteriological (Biolo; 
cal) and Toxic Weapons and on Their Destructi 
would take place very soon and that as a result ti 
Convention would enter into force. The two Sid 
are in favour of the earliest possible achieveme 
of an international agreement on the prohibition 
chemical weapons. 

The two Sides expressed themselves in favour 
giving efTect to the United Nations General Assem! 
resolution on the prohibition of action to influe! 
the environment and climate for military and ot! 
purposes incompatible with the maintenance of 
ternational security, human well-being and heal 

Attaching great importance to the Conference 
the Law of the Sea, the two Sides pronounced the 
selves in favour of adopting constructive decisi: 
in that field on an international basis with due 
gard for the interests of all states. Tbey will c 
tinue to work to this end. They acknowledged | 
value of the consultations held in the past betw: 
representatives of their two countries. and expres: 
the intention of continuing those consultations a 
in the future. 

The two Sides declared their determination 
work for the strengthening of the United Nati 
and for promoting its effectiveness in the main! 
ance of universal peace and security on the basis 
strict observance of the purposes and principles 
the United Nations Charter. They support the w'

of the United Nations in promoting the consolida- 
tion of international détente, in strengthening inter- 
national peace and security and in developing peace- 
ful and fruitful co-operation. 

''he two Sides shared the view that the meetings 
and talks held during the Prime Minister's visit have 
made an important contribution to the further deve- 
lopment of relations between the Soviet Union and 
the United Kingdom and to the cause of interna- 
tional détente. 

The Prime Minister of the United Kingdom, Ha- 
rold Wilson, invited L. I. Brezhnev, General Secretary 
of the Central Committee of the CPSU, A. N. Kosy- 
gin. Chairman of the Council of Ministers of the 
USSR. and А. А. Gromyko, Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs of the USSR, to pay official visits to the Uni- 
ted Kingdom. The invitations were accepted with gra- 
titude.

ON CONSULTATIONS 


The Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and tl 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northe 
Ireland, 

desiring to strengthen mutual confidence and u 
derstanding between their two countries and bei 
convinced that the consolidation of peaceful and « 
operative relations between the Soviet Union а 
the United Kingdom meets the interests of the p: 
ples of both countries; 

conscious of the value of co-operation betwe 
their two countries and of consultations betwe 
them in the interests of maintaining internatio! 
peace and security in accordance with the Char! 
of the United Nations, and conscious of the spec 
responsibilities of the Soviet Union and the Unit 
Kingdom as permanent members of the United ^ 
tions Security Council; 

believing that the development of stable frien: 
relations between them will help to strengthen re 
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tions of peaceful co-existence, which means long- 
term, fruitful and mutually beneficial co-operation 
between states, irrespective of their political, eco- 
nomic and social systems, on the basis of full equa- 
lity and mutual respect; 


believing that the development of such relations 
between them will become а permanent factor in 
consolidating peace and security in Europe and in 
the whole world; 


confirming the responsibility which both states 
bear in Europe as a result of the Second World War; 


determined to contribute to making the process 
of international détente deeper and irreversible and 
believing that it is in the interests of both Sides 
‘o raise to a higher level their co-operation in the 
»olitical, trade and economic, scientific, technological 
ind cultural fields; 


have reached the following understanding: 


1. The Soviet Union and the United Kingdom will 
anlarge and deepen political consultations on import- 
ant international problems of mutual interest and 
m questions of bilateral relations. 


2. The consultations will embrace: 


— international questions causing tension in va- 
rious parts of the world; 


— measures to strengthen peace and security in 
Europe and to develop co-operation among the coun- 
tries of the European continent; 


— problems of arms limitation and disarmament, 
including measures for the complete implementation 
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of the Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear 
Weapons; 

— problems of mutual interest which are the sub- 
ject of discussion in inlernational forums, including 
the United Nations; 


— questions of a political, economic and cultu. 
ral nature, environmental questions and other sub) 
jects concerning relations between the two countries: 

— any other subjects, in respect of which the 
Sides may find it useful to have an exchange ofi 
views. 

3. In the event of a situation arising which, и 
the opinion of the two Sides, endangers peace, in 
volves a breach of the peace or causes inlernalional 
tension, the Governments of the Union of Soviet So 
cialist Republics and of the United Kingdom wil 
make contact without delay in order to exchangt 
views on what might be done to improve the silua 
tion. 

4. The provisions set forth in paragraphs 1.2 an 
3 above do not affect obligations previously assumed 
by the Sides under international agreements t 
which they are party, and are not directed agains! 
any third state. } 

5. The conduct of such consultations between the 
Soviet Union and the United Kingdom is designed 
not only to promote the welfare of their peoples and 
to develop relations between them but also to con 
tribute to better relations between all countries. 


6. The consultations will be carried out on a ba 
sis of reciprocity at all appropriate levels and wil 
have a regular character. 
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Either Side is free to recommend the holding of 
uch consultations, including the time and level at 
vhich they should be held. The Ministers of Fo- 
eign Affairs or their Representatives will meet when- 
ver the need arises and in principle at least once 
| year.

JOINT SOVIET-BRITISH DECLARATION 
ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION 
OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 


The Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and th 
United. Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ire 
land will do all in their power to strengthen intei 
nalional peace and security, to avert the danger 6 
war. including nuclear war, to end the arms rac 
and to attain general and complete disarmament un 
der strict. and effective international control. Bol 
Sides emphasize the importance and necessity 6, 
serious and urgent efforts directed at preventing th 
spread of nuclear weapons. They are convinced thi 
this is in the interests of all mankind. 


In this connection the Soviet Union and the Uni 
led. Kingdom reaffirm the great importance of th 
Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Wea 
pons. The two Sides are resolutely in favour of th 
strict observance of the Treaty, to which the majo 
rity of states are already parties. They are also it 
favour of the widest possible adherence to the Treat 


The two Sides, considering that the Non-Prolifera 


ion Treatv has created a favourable framework for 
roadening international co-operation in the peace- 
ul uses of atomic energy. will continue to work to- 
ether for such co-operation in accordance with the 
тоді. They are convinced. that further measures 
ould be undertaken to provide nuclear materials. 
quipment and information for peaceful uses in non- 
iuclear-weapon states. However, such measures 
hould be under effective safeguards by the Interna- 
ional Atomic Energy Agency and should not in апу 
vay contribute to the spread of nuclear weapons. It 
$ their hope that all suppliers of nuclear materials 
ind equipment will observe safeguards applied by 
he IAEA to meet Article III of the Non-Prolifera- 
ion Treaty. 

The two Sides. conscious of their obligation to 
nsure that potential benefits from any peaceful ap- 
Mications of nuclear explosions will be made avail- 
ble through appropriate international procedures, 
vill continue to co-operate within the framework of 
he IAEA in this field. 

The Soviet Union and the United kingdom wel- 
ome the progress achieved in recent years in limit- 
ng strategic arms and nuclear weapon tests. The 
wo Sides aim at the discontinuance of all test ex- 
Mosions of nuclear weapons for all time. In the 
neantime, till the conclusion of an appropriate in- 
ernational agreement for this purpose. they will 
vork for agreements limiting the number of under- 
round nuclear weapon tests to a minimum. 

The two Sides share a common concern that nu- 
lear malerials should be carefully protected at all 
unes and that. adequate safety measures should be 
ipplied by all countries to radioactive waste. 
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The two Sides attach great importance to the Con 
ference which is to meet in Geneva in May 1975 i 
order to review the operation of the Non-Prolifera 
lion Treaty. They believe that this review should 
strengthen the effective implementation of the Tres 
ty; and it will be their joint purpose to make a suc 
cess of the Conference. 

The Soviet Union and the United Kingdom de 
clare their common intention to work out means ol 
giving elTect to the objectives expressed above. The 
will continue to strive with a sense of urgency k 
further the cause of disarmament at appropriate in 
ternational fora, including the United Nations iu 
the Conference of the Committee on Disarmament.

Development of industrial co-operation and joint 
production of products to satisfy the requirements of 
the Soviet Union and the United Kingdom may play 
an important role in deepening Soviet-British econo- 
mic and industrial co-operation. 

Such co-operation might by agreement of the two 
Parties take the form either of joint production of 
finished products or. alternatively, of the supply of

The Parties consider that this Programme creates 
favourable conditions for the development of the mu- 
tual exchange of goods and services since this co-ope- 
ration will lead to an improvement in the structure 
of trade Гог example. by means of the introduction 
of new goods and services! and also to the conclusion 
of long-term contracts on commercially competitive 
terms. These developments should lead. to an im- 
proved balance of mutual exchanges of goods and 
services. The two Parties have identified certain areas 
where they consider good possibilities exist for fur- 
ther development. These are listed in the Annex, 

This Programme is of a recommendatory nature. 
During its implementation it will be given greater 
precision and by the agreement of the two Parties

The favourable response to the Soviet-British summit tah 
im tbe world press. including the British press which st 
their great importance. i» am indication of the deep interest 
the world public im furthering the process of relaxation of i 
lermational tension and im making détente irreversible. 

The policy of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union a 
Soviet Government aimed at achieving lasting peace and tii 
tv im the world, and te this end at improving Soviet-British 
lations, is wholebeartedly supported by the Soviet people.
